A mumber of Republicans had been 
waiting for such a decision, unwilling 
to seek the nomination if Mr. Harding 
wanted it.

After his election as President, Har- 
ding resigned from the senate and Wil- 
lis was named to fill his unexpired | 
term, thus taking office before his elec- 
tive term began. 

In November, 1926, Willis was re 
elected to the senate, defeating former

Physician Tells of Wound.

Pope Calls Advisers to 
Meet Duce’s Move.

ROME, March 30.—Pope Pius’ com- 
plaint in his speech last Sunday that 
faacism ig monopoiizing the education 
of Italian youth threugh its national 
Balilla organization drew the threat- 
ened response of Premier Mussvlini 
and his counci] of ministers today in 
the form of a decree suppressing all 
organizations throughout Italy which 
promote spiritual, moral, or physical 
education of children. 

Pope Pius, upon receiving word of 
the Mussolini decree, immediately 
called a conference of his advisers, 
He ig expected to reply promptly and 
Rome is agog with speculation as to 
what action the Vatican will take. 
The pope has been insistent in his de- 
mands that the Catholic church should 
play a big part in the education of 
children. 

The Balilla is the only children’s 
organization now permitted. The new 
law, which will be enforced within 
thirty days by the prefects of all 
seventy-six Italian provinces, means 
the complete abolition of all Catholic 
children’s organizations, against which 
it is directly aimed. 

Closes 1,000 Catholic Clubs. 


The Y. M. C. A. organizations tn the 
larger towns, such as Rome, Naples, 
Genoa, Milan and Turin, also will be 
affected by the law.. It is not likely 
that they will be disestablished entirely. 
Junior classes will be prohibited, but 
the adult organizations will be allowed 
to go on. 

About 1,000 Italian Catholic Boy 
Scout organizations, directed by parish 
priests, will be disbanded by the law. 
These clubs are mostly in the rural 
and smal] town districts, where the 
parish priests are most powerful. The 
Catholic Boy Scout organizations al- 
ready have been partly disbanded in 
the larger towns, through reluctant 
consent given by the Vatican some 
time ago in exchange for the privilege 
of maintaining Catholic boys’ organiza- 
tions in the rural centers. 

Fascists Accuse Priests. 

The Fascists now charge that the 
local priests were encouraging the boys 
to be anti-Fascist there, and that is 
why the whole church scout organiza- 
tion is now prohibited. The law is 
made to apply to all children’s organ- 
izations, but none except the Balilla, 
Catholic scouts and Y. M. C. A. exist.

He’s 21 Years Old, 


An injunction restraining 20 year 
old J. Clarke Dean Jr., son of the 
wealthy grain and stock operator, from 
marrying until he is 21 years old was 
issued yesterday afternoon by Supe- 
rior Judge Joseph Sabath at the peti- 
tion of the youth’s father.

First Injunction of Kind. 


“The wedding injunction issued by 
Judge Sabath is said to be the first. 
of its kind. The youth will be in con- 
tempt of court if he violates the order 
and may be sentenced to jail if he 
marries Mrs. Lasher or any one else 
until he is of legal age. 

Mrs. Lasher, according to the in- 
junction, is also restrained from marry- 
ing Dean, but she is not prevented 
from marrying any one else.

The senate by unanimous vote has passed the 
Jones bill authorizing a 325 million dollar program 
of flood control in the lower Mississippi valley. 
The action of the house at this writing is still in 
doubt. As chairman of its flood control com mit- 
tee, Representative Reid of Illinois has reported out 
his own bill, which contemplates an expenditure 
of 473 million dollars. | 


amounts appropriated. Mr. Reid's bill states the 
broad proposition that flood control is the con- 
cern exclusively of the federal government; the 
persons immediately benefited, in* his plan, are 
required to pay nothing for what they receive. 


cost. The federal government is to foot the entire 
bill so far as the Mississippi is concerned from 
now on, but to maintain the principle of local 
contribution, the regions benefited are to be cred- 
ited with whatever they have spent thus far in 
the construction of levees and other means of hold- 
ing the waters in check. The Jones Dill thus 
recognizes the importance of local assessments in 
preventing raids on the treasury, a point which 
President Coolidge insisted upon in his flood con- 
trol message, and which Mr. Reid ignores. 

The Jones bill adopts the plan of flood control 
drawn up by Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin with the 
vendorsement of President Coolidge, while the Reid 
bill creates a new engineering board, which would 
be free to devise and carry out its own plans, and 
would not be dominated by war department engi- 
neers. There was a time some months ago when 
it seemed of the utmost importance to break the 
hold of the army engineers upon the Mississipp! 
project. It was plain that their traditional policy 
of building levees to the exclusion of other works 


reason to fear that the tradition would prevail in. 
any new plans that might be devised under war 
department auspices. Gen, Jadwin’s detailed pro- 
posals have quieted such fears. There is now no 
doubt that the army engineers have adopted a 
fresh approach. The Jadwin plan calls for the 
digging of new outlets to the gulf and auxilary 
channels below Cairo as well as for levee con: 
struction, The policy of levees only has been 
abandoned. 4 

The country will be inclined to follow the Presi- 
dent and hig cabinet in endorsing the Jadwin plan 
for the further reason that it is well. advanced. 
The creation of a new engineering authority, un- 
familiar with the details of the Mississippi problem, 
will entail delay while the new men are familiariz- 
ing themselves with the data and devising a plan 
which, in all probability, will differ only in detail 
from Gen, Jadwin’s, Several years’ time is likely 
to be lost by the new engineers; the gain, if any, 
will probably not be great enough to justify the 
delay.

THE SPEED OF TRAINS. 

Chicago, March 29.—That is a very 
cheerful and carefree view your corre- 
spondent, Mr. Abraham Eller, takes of 
“20 miles an hour” speed at which 
passengers are dragged from Chicago 
“to the northwest or to either San Fran- 
cisco or Los Angeles,” where in fact the 
through trains making at least 35 stops 
en route make an average of 38 miles 
an hour and have to develop 60 miles an 
hour between stations to be sure of 
‘doing that. If Mr. Eller would take the 
trouble to glance over the -time table 
of any of the transcontinental lines he 
would see that the speed of any one 
train has to be, synchronized with that of 
scores of other trains and that the sid- 
ings of the main lines are choked with 
freight trains waiting for the limited, 
express and mail trains to pass. 

The dispatching of trains to keep the 
traffic moving at a moderate pace is a 
most intricate and highly specialized 
feature of railway operation. It cannot 
be adjusted to the whims or necessities 
of the Smiths and Jones and Ellers who 
want “one night cut from the trip to 
the coast” irrespective of the fact that 
the social order depends more on fast 
freight than expedited passenger traffic. 

In reckoning the speed of ‘transconti- 
nental trains note should be made of the 
two mountain ranges between Chicago 
and the Pacific coast on the shortest 
route. The Union Pacific crosses the 
great divide at an elevation of 8,013 
feet, from which it descends to 4,298 feet 
at Ogden, only to climb again to 7,018 
feet at Summit in the Sierras. Speed- 
sters like Mr. Eller seem to forget that 
there are other passengers on these 
transcontinental trains who are out to 
enjoy the comforts and scenery of the 
trip, which is not possible taking the 
twists and grades necessary to get 
through the Rockies and Sierras at 
forty or fifty miles an hour. Mr. Eller 
should remember that train speed has to 
be regulated to the best advantage of 
all, and not the special demands of 
each individual. He quarrels with the 
agreement of companies to make com- 
mon time between competitive points, 
forgetting that it was the cut throat 
competition that forced those agreements 
as the alternative to bankruptcy, The 
interstate commerce commission attends 
to such matters now.

Figs Plus Rhubarb. 
Some rather startling requests have 
recently come to me to prescribe diets 
—by mail, of course. I do not do it. 
I believe I would be a quack if I did. 
There is so much to. everything. 
Foods that are excellent and will not 
provoke any sort of disturbance when 
the eater is normal may seem to in- 
jure when that person is in an ab- 
normal condition, and so in a sense 
the remedy may seem worse than the 
disease. Then, too, the eater may be 
forever after depriving himself of a 
valuable and even necessary food be 
cause it hurt him when he was in the 
abnormal] state. 
Some of the special diets people are 
forever looking for are those that are 
laxative. We deplore the constant ir- 
regularity that is behind this. It is 
not necessary, but only the person 
having it can work out his own sai- 
vation by providing regularly, syste- 
matically, constantly, with utter fore- 
thought and eating a self-regulatory 
way.

But his pen this time is not Celtic 
atall It is a pen set to do the tasks 
that other pens do every day, and it 
neither dances nor sings. ‘ Etched 
in Moonlight” is a.collection of short 
stories, most of them bitter tales of 
hunger and cold and strange, wild 
dreams. It is one long dream, as in- 
comprehensible to the reader as it was 
to the man who dreaméd it and then 


| told what he had lived through in his 


sleep. 


The first, “ Desire,” is a tale of an 
encounter between a man and a 
stranger who asked what the man 
wanted most in the world. He, being 
at the age forty-eight and happier 
than he had been at forty-seven or 
any of the ages before, said that his 
desire was to continue at the age of 
forty-eight until his time was up. 
That night his wife had a strange 
dream. When she awoke, feeling very 
cold, she turned to her husband and 
found that he had had his wish, in- 
deed, for his time had ‘come. 
“Hunger,” the second story in the 
book, is a horrible picture of a family 
dying one by one of something that 
might well be called one of the most 
horrible diseases of society—hunger. 
It gives you the shivers. ‘ School- 
fellows” is a rather pointless story of 
two men who had once been at school 
together and of the nagging of one for 
a drink and of the other’s increasing 
hatred for him. 

“Darling” is the ironic story of a 
man who was nagged to death by his 
wife. It is told with understanding 
and pathos. And, finally, there is an- 
other ironic tale, “‘ The Boss.” As you 
see, there isn’t a thing that one expects 
of James Stephens. It is sometimes a 
pity that an author’s public does ex- 
pect a certain thing from an author, 
for it often hampers his work. But in 
the case of James Stephens the public 
expects something which is the ex- 
pression of Mr. Stephens’ great gift— 
his genius, for he is, when he writes 
books like “The Crock of Gold,” a 
genius.

Second Mirroring 
of Year’s Events Is 
Excellent Volume 


“Mirrors of the Year,” edited» by 
Horace Winston Stokes. [Stokes.] 
Although the publishers still look 
upon the Mirrors of the Year as an 
experiment, its second mirroring ought. 
to prove to any one who thowght that 
it might be done once, but not annu- 
ally, that there is nothing just like it 
and that American readers want it. 
Of course, the readers will speak for 
themselves in the number of copies 
they buy, but even if it had to be 
checked off on an income tax as a 
charity it would be worth publishing. 
It is, as you remember, a sort of na- 
tional revue of the year, of every phase 
of American life and activities. Ex- 
cellent—and nationally prominent— 
men and women have written on their 
specialties and have written, in most 
cases, with extreme keenness and de- 
lightful readability. A few of them 
you may not agree with—Louis Brom- 
field’s piece about literary criticism is 
a little peevish and comes not so well 
from the pen of a writer who has 
never been ballyhooed as he says all 
writers are nowadays by critics. His 
complaint is that too much stuff is 
called the best of the year or of the 
decade. He is perfectly right in one 
sense, but he misses the point that 
most book stuff in newspapers is not 
meant to be criticiam, but reviewing, 
and that it must of, necessity look upon 
a book in its relation to its contempo- 
raries. It remains for the critics to 
place it in that less cosmopolitan 
group of the books which may really 
be called literature. 

Elmer Davis continues—to me—to 
be cne of the most amusing of the 
knife throwers in the literary circus. 
He writes in this volume on the state 
of the nation. Commander Richard 
E. Byrd writes about “The Big Pa- 
rade in the Air” (and that’s pretty 
much what it was); Robert Emmett 
Sherwood, the author of one of the 
most successful of the year’s theat- 
rical affairs, ‘‘The Road to Rome,” 
and preéminently a humorist, writes 
about that rather doleful business, 
Edith Wharton writes about the great 
American novel, which. has not as yet 
appeared; John Erskine, whose most 
famous heroine, Helen of Troy, cer- 
tainly didn’t use it as her chief weapon 
of defense, writes about “ Tact”; Wil- 
liam Lyon Phelps writes about the 
year’s books; there are pieces about 
sports, the films, art, science, politics, 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case, and other con- 
temporaneous events. It’s a grand 
book, and you shouldn’t miss it! 


“ Brighter French,” by H. T. R. [Pay- 
son & Clarke.] 

“Brighter French” is, so the fron- 
tispiece says, “for the worldly who 
already know some.” In other words, 
it's a French conversation book for 
those who want not only to eat and 
drink in France but who don’t want 
to do it alone, and even the most 
alluring American, gold plated and ail, 
might be mistaken for a bore if he 
couldn’t put in a furbelow of boule 
vard slang now and then.

Writing Publisher 
of Britain Ready 
with New Novel 


By Frank Swinnerton. 
LONDON, — [Special Correspond-

Masefield was as yet unknown to the 
world of letters; and his reader in 
chief was the late T. W. H. Crosland, 
of whom a biography is just appear- 
ing. Suddenly, the London world was 


Richards had written a novel. It was 
an unheard of thing for a publisher 
to write a novel, and the critics were 
aghast. 


But when “ Caviare” was published, 
everybody ran tg read it, for this was 
a story of gay life written by some- 
body who knew that life through and 
through. Again, an exceptional thing, 


was a success. It has had its fellows, 
rather less successful, but still full 
of the same knowledge of the gay and 
expensive life, and for this reason 
much better than all those books 
which are written season by season 
by those who merely guess at the 
realities of that life and make them 
appear much more vicious than in 
fact they are. 


Moreover, Mr. Richards has been 
led by his own writing to feel a 
friendly interest in the work of other 
writers. I remember that he once, 
hearing that I was in need of a quiet 
corner in which to write a book, of- 
fered me a cottage which he owned 
in the remotest corner of Cornwall. 
He did not know me at the time, and 
there was no question of his publish- 
ing my books. He simply offered his 
cottage to a fellow writer. I accepted 
his offer and wrote my novel, “ Co- 
quette,” at Ruan Minor. Now Corn- 
wall is known, optimistically, as the 
“English Riviera,” and it is really 
very unlike the French Riviera or its 
colorable imitation, the Portuguese 
Riviera, but it is a good place for 
work. It can have little interest for 
Mr. Richards, who knows the French 
Riviera like the back of his own hand. 

I ébserve, therefore, with pleasure, 
that the new book by Mr. Richards 
which is shortly to make its appear- 
ance is an unconventional study of 
the Cote d’Or.

Coath Ponders 


Trustees Lag in Picking 
New Superintendent. 


Thirteen vacancies in executive posi- 
tions threaten to cripple the work of 
the Chicago public school system, an 
investigation revealed yesterday. Fill- 
ing of these positions awaits the selec- 
tion of a new superintendent. The 
public school system has been without 
a head since William McAndrew was 
suspended by the Thompson trustees 
last Aug.«29, and five important school 
departments have been abolished or 
diminished in function through the 
efforts of J. Lewis Coath, board presi- 
dent. 

An investigation of school records 
revealed the following vacancies: 

- Superintendent of schools, chairman 
of the board of examiners, one district 
superintendent, supervisor of house- 
hold arts, supervisor of teachers of 
music, president of the Chicago Nor- 
mal college, principal of Tuley High 
school, principal of Medill High school. 
and four elementary school principal- 
ships. These offices can be filled only 
on the recommendation of the super- 
interdent. 
The positions abolished by Coath 
shortly after his election to the presi- 
dency of the board last May are direc- 
tor of instructional research, director 
of building survey, and director of ac- 
counts and finances. 


As to selection of a successor to Mr 
McAndrew, Mr. Coath four times in 
the last six weeks has announced 
that board trustees would meet im- 
mediately to discuss candidates. In 
lieu of such a meeting his latest is: 
“There’s no hurry about it. One 
thing is certain; they’re not going to 
drop the job of picking a superintend- 
ent in Papa Dudley’s lap. I’m too 
cagey. When the other six trustees 
make up their minds on a man, I may 
put my fingers in, but not until then. 
It’s too hot.” 
One explanation of this caution is 
the persistent rumor that Coath is to 
be discarded when his term expires 
this May.

small wage earner. “ It is that 60 per 
cent earning less than $1,000 a year, 
who pay 52 per cent of their incomes 
for rent, for whom we are trying to 
find a hopeful solution.”

Moving Drama 


And Youthful Voices 
Make It .Memorable.

Studebaker than even “Faust” had 
been able to do. Again there was 
youth all over the stage, again there 
was the great art of simplicity of man- 
ner and the common sense prepara- 
tion that creates simplicity of man- 
ner. But “ Madame Butterfly” lends 
itself considerably better to intimate 
treatment, and becomes more poignant 
thereby. 

Curiously enough, it was discovered 
in this performance, almost for the 
first time, that the great melodist, 
Puccini, was not as kind to human 
voices as the great melodist, Gounod. 
Even in this intimate version, the 
orchestration is so thick that quite a 
number of words were caught in the 
mesh. The tunes trained through, but 
the words sometimes did not. 


Also, one’s attention was sometimes 
diverted by some of the wind players 
in the orchestra, who seemed not to 
have undergone sufficient thoughtful 
study to comprehend and reproduce 
all the notes that Puccini wrote. The 
substitutes that they sometimes em- 
ployed were not in all cases as satis- 
factory as the originals. In spite of 
the handicap, Frank St. Leger con- 
ducted a flexible, well paced, and thor 
oughly alive performance, 

But if all the words and notes did 
not score, a highly colorful, moving, 
and piteous music drama did. Cecile 
Sherman in the name part was im- 
mense, less because of her vocal] gifts 
than because of the way she has 
learned to use them, her manner in 
the part, and the way that her per- 
formance’ with* all the nonessentials 
cut out became vivid and true. 

And for about the first time in a 
long period of going to this opera. 
Charles Hedley was able to create the 
belief that he really belonged to the 
American navy, and Allen Burt that 
he belonged to the American consular 
service. Also there was a splendi 
Suzuki in Helen Ollheim and an equal- 
ly good Goro in Patrick Kilkelly. 
Again it was youth and good training, 
and they did the work. 


I should like to propose three cheers 
for the scenery. It was merely a 
house, the same house, for all three 
acts.

Cellist Is Symphony Soloist. 

Alfred Wallienstein’s two cello solos 
with the Chicago Symphony orchestra 
yesterday afternoon had something 
| against each which was not his fault. 
The first, Hindemith’s chamber musie, 
for cello and ten solo instruments, 
was in too unfamiliar an idiom; the 
second, a concerto by Schoenfeld, in 
too familiar a one. Hindemith has 
written four movements of unbeliev- 
ably difficult solo material, which is, 
however, alert and expressive, just the 
kind of music for a cellist like Mr. 
Wallenstein to play, and if he had 
been sufficiently skilled in the technic 
of composition to arrange his accom- 
panying instruments tn anything like 
a logical, musical line, he would have 
had a most interesting piece. The 
Schoenfeld work was also something 
to display all the powers of the expert 
who played it, and was based on good 
musical ideas that have been good 
musical ideas for many years.

Study the Profile 
if You'd Keep Your 
Face Beautiful 


Many inspired phrases have been 
addressed to a woman’s cheek. I don’t 
mean husbandly outbursts when she 
gets to prying around too inquisitively, 
I mean the side of the face between 
eye and jawbone. 

“ Cool and soft as a rose leaf,” “ like 
cream colored silk stained with rose 
petals,” are but several lyrical out- 
bursts. 

More than the color, we 
have in mind today the contour. Is 
there anything lovelier in the world 
than the cheek of a child. or of a young 
girl just blossoming into womanhood? 
That exquisite char mof profile is per- 
mitted few women after they have 
attained their full majority. 


But there comes in its place a sub- 
stitute beauty that serves the mature 
one thoroughly well. Though that ex- 
quisitely rounded curve of girlhood 
may be lost in the limbo of other fresh 
young charms that never come again, 
it is not to be assumed that’ youth fs 
doomed to disappear completely from 
the profile. 

There are ways to retard the slack- 
ening of cheek, jowl and muscles 
thereof. And one helpful one is to 
use the mirror frequently for purely 
profile study. Photographers tell us 
we are all more or less double faced, 
One side of us is better than the other. 
And the front face may take no appre- 
ciable note of the difference. So the 
sides have to be studied. 

Chiefly, I refer to keeping a lookout 
for those dingy shadows that mount 
a cheek, or worse still, the cavities 
that are hollowed out by missing teeth 
beneath. A tooth or two missing in 
the back of the mouth may make no 
difference from the front view of the 
face. But turn your mirror on the 
side and, there's a groove there that 
needn't be if the missing molars were 
replaced by some good bridge work. 

And then again, we plead ane the 
profile study in the interests of better 
makeup. You can't tell from the front 
of your face how skilfully you have 
applied that color. What may look like 
a well painted chee kfrom the front 
may appear, with a mirror in one’s 
hand and an eye focused on the cheek, 
a large blotch of color that stands out 
like a beacon on a hilltop. And make- 
up that stands apart from the skin is 
not clever makeup.

Announcement was made yesterday 
by Maj. John L. Griffith, a member of 
the committee in charge of the Na- 
tional Collegiate A. A. outdoor track 
and field championships which will 


be held on Soldiers’ field, June § and 
9, that the winners of the various 
events automatically will qualify for 
the final Olympic tryouts to be held 
in Boston the latter part of June, 

This will be welcome news to the 

intercollegiate performers who were 
under the impression they would have 
to compete in the sectional A. A, U. 
tests. The A. A. U. will hold its try- 
outs in various parts of the country, 
but its qualifiers must meet the best 
the colleges and universities can pro- 
duce in the final tryouts in the Har- 
vard stadium in June. 
Maj. Griffith believes this year’s Na- 
tional] Collegiate will be the most suc- 
cessful in the history of the event 
from the standpoint of entries and 
performances. It is his opinion that 
every college and university athlete 
who has shown promise during the 
outdoar season will be on hand to earn 
a place on the American team which 
will compete in the Olympic games 
at Amsterdam this summer. 

A team champion will be determined 
at this year’s #ames- for the first 
time. Five points will be scored for 
first, three for second, two for third 
and one for fourth. In other years 
the event was held only to determine 
National Collegiate individual cham- 
pions. 

As was the case in other Olympic 
years, colleges and universities are ex- 
pected to contribute the majority of 
athletes to the American track and 
field team. Some university athletes 
already have made such fine marks 
that their places are assured.
